Trihi the sides of the slits 
V-shaped, as shown in the illustra- 
tion, with a pair of pliers; bend 
these strips at a risht nngle. NThre. 
'qnarters ot* an inch from the bend, 
make a second bend. 
JC \vr-ll done, 
this will form a second can. inside 
the largrer one. but the two sides not 
cominp: rjuite to the bottom. Solder 
on a wire to hang it by. 


- Now take flat cork—such as 
found in a pickle-bottle. 
Hake a 
hole through it with a pimlet. Cut a 
piece of. tin sliprhtly larger than the 
cork, lay it on tlio -cork, cut little 


pointed tongues of the 
projecting' 
portion of the tin and bend down and 
into the cork, holding the tin firm. 
Punch a hole in the tin, correspond- 
ing to- the hole in the cork. ' You will 
thus have a tin-covered, cork float, 
Which -wfil slide easily up and down 
the inner surface of the tin.
